You may have noticed a plaque on a wall in the main office with the names of six teachers on it. That is there 
to honor the winners of the Inland Reyerson Outstanding High School Teacher Award. 

They were each chosen by a specific process done each year. Each teacher gets one week to nominate a high 
school teacher whom they think deserves the award. The nominees must meet the instructional and non-instructional 
requirements made by the sponsors. The principal and vice-principal then total up the nominees and determine the 
top two.

In an election that many political 
experts said reflected the anger and disillusion- 
ment of Americans with the Washington es- 
tablishment, voters refused to return many in- 
cumbent Democrats to office. Not a single Re- 
publican member of the United States Senate 
or House was defeated. The Republican Party 
gained control of both houses of Congress for 
the first time in 40 years. Even the speaker of 
the house, Tom Foley, was defeated — some- 
thing that had not happened to the holder of 
that office in more than 1 30 years. 

Last-minute negotiations con- 
ducted by former President Jimmy Carter, Sen. 
Sam Nunn and retired Gen. Colin Powell en- 
abled the U.S. to avoid a bloody invasion of 
Haiti and to restore elected President-in-exile 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide to office. Eventually, 
20,000 troops entered the country to main- 
tain order and to aid in the transition of power 
from the islands military rulers to Aristide. 
The settlement, which allowed the military 
leaders to leave the country, and Carter’s role 
received mixed reactions back in the U.S.
